The Pope’s condition is report- 
ed to be unchanged and it is un- 
derstood that Doctor Achille Bon- 
anone, the Rome specialist, who 
carried out a slight operation on 
the Pope some months ago, will 
be called in for a consultation to- 
morrow. 

The first official bulletin issued 
early yesterday, confirms the gra- 
vity of the illness through which 
the Pope is passing, and the state 
of the heart renders the Pope liable 
to a fatal attack at any moment.—
